Bar Nation's Gate to Undesir- 


ables and Americanize the 
Desirable Ones, He Urges 


NO TIME FOR THEORIES 


Watchword of the Country To- 
day Should Be "Steady," Gen. 
, eral Tells Passaic Audience 


Passaic, N. J., Jan. 11. — Smash 


the Red flag; bar the nation's gate to 
undesirable immigrants, and Ameri- 
canize the desirable ones: teach Am- 
eiicamsin in our schools and see that 
the teachers are properly paid and 
cared for, tolerate but one language 
and but one flag. 


These doctrines were urged tonight 


by Major General Leonard Wood in 
addressing a meeting held under the 


< ombined auspices of the Y. M. C. A., 
the Y \V. C. A , and the Passaic Bojs' 
club to raise funds for new club 
buildings in Passaic 


"There is ^ good deal of uneasiness 


now m the country." said General 
Wood. 
"This, i, no time for experi- 


ments. 
This is no time for 
new 


theories. 
This is no time for loose 


thinking. 
The watchword 
of this 


country today should be 'steady' and 
the slogan should be 'law and order, 
the rights of property, the courts, the 
constituted authorities'; all of these 
things." 


General Wood declared that 
the 


Red elements can be readily disposed, 
of through deporting those who are 
aliens and turning the citizen portion 
over to the courts. 


"We have had a good deal of labor 


trouble in some sections of the coun- 
try lately," General Wood said. "We 
find 95 per cent, of American labor to 
be clean, sqvare'and so md. 
But we 


find the vicious elements from the 
other five per cent, and while we are 
getting rid ot a bad lot, don't let us 
take in any wore unless we know who 
they are." 


"Take Care of the Immigrant." 
General Wood urged that better care 


be taken of the arriving immigrant. 
"Hold on to him for a. while, teach 
him 
something of 
our institutions, 


load him up with good American lit- 
erature, let him.see what this country 
really is, and try to arrange. instead 
of allowing "him to settle in racial 
groups fed By a dialect press in our 
cities, to influence him to get to that 
section of ih^ country1 where his pre- 
vious training will make him most 
valuable." 


Remarking that the war has given 


place 'to a world-wide commercial 
struggle. General "Wood 
urged 
the 


building up of a merchant marine. He 
also advocated a small but highly-ef- 
ficient army, a first class and ever- 
ready navy, and some kind of a train- 
ing system backed by public opinion. 
In regard to America's obligations 
abroad, he said: 


"We have got a mandate overseas; 


it is a mandate which comes from the 
only source from which we will ever 
accept a mandate, and that mandate 
is from the conscience of the Ameri- 
can people. That mandate is to do. 
with the wealth which has come to 
us from this war. everything possible 
to clothe the naked, to feed the starv- 
ing, io shelter the houseless, who have 
been left dying literally by the mil- 
lions form this great war. That Is the 
mandate that the American people 
have got today and that is the man- 
date 1 sin sure we are going to carry 
out."

The raid was designed to bring 


in about 100 alleged members of 
the Communist party who evaded 
arrest in two previous roundups of

STRINGENT SEDITION 
BILL HEARS ENACTMENT 


Senate Passes Sterling Measure 
While House Committee Agrees 


on Similar Bill 


Washington, Jan. 11. — Speedy en- 


actment of a stringent sedition bill by 
congress was presaged today when, 
following passage yesterday in 
the 


senate of the Sterling bill, announce- 
ment was made that the house judi- 
ciary committee had agreed upon a 
similar measure and probably would 
report it tomorrow. One of the pur- 
poses of the bill was said to be eradi- 
cation of "parlor Bolshevists." 


The house measure, a combination 


of Attorney General Palmer's original 
ball, introduced 
by 
Representative 


Davie of Ohio, and revisions made by 
Representative Graham of Pennsyl- 
vania, contains extremely stringent 
penalties for violations of the sedi- 
tions laws. Included is the death pen- 
alty, which the- J>ill would have in- 
flicted, upon the recommendation of a 
jury, on persons 
-whose 
activities 


against the government lead to de- 
struction-of life. 
The measure also 


would close the malls and 
express 


companies to seditious literature, pro- 
hibit tbe exhibition of a red flag in 
connection-with-mass meetingar d* 
persons the right to refuse to give tes- 
timony on the ground tbat it might 
tend to incriminate them, and -provide 
In certain cases for disfranchisement 
and deportation. 


The section of the measure which 


provides for the death penalty follows: 


"That whoever incites, sets on foot, 


assists, or engages in. any insurrection 
or rebellion against the United States 
or the authority or laws thereof, or 
whoever sets on foot or assists or en- 
gages in the use of force or violence, 
with intent to destroy or cause to be 
destroyed or change or cause to be 
changed or to overthroy or cause to 
be overthrown the government of the 
United States, acd the death of any 
person or persons is caused or results 
directly therefrom, shall be guilty of 
a felony and upon conviction shall be 
punished by death, or shall be im- 
prisoned not more than 20 years or 
fined not more than 120,000. or both, 
and shall forever be debarred from 
holding office under the United States; 
provided, however, that the death pen- 
alty shall not be imposed unless rec- 
ommended in the verdict of the 5ury."

A SPIRIT OF COMPROMISE. 


Among thoughtful members of the 


two leading political parties in the 
United States there Is a general agree 
went that the natter of the treaty of 
peace and league of nations should not 
be allowed to drift along for any con- 
siderable further period without ac- 
tion. As conditions now art, there i» 
*t «ne end of th» line President Wil- 
son and his body of associates who are 
for the treaty and the league just as 
the covenant adopted in Paris stands; 
and they are unwilling to make any 
concessions from what they apparent- 
ly believe a l&w as unalterable as were 
those of the Medes and Persians. At 
the other end of the line of contro- 
versy is Senator Lodge whose proposed 
changes in the covenant are more rad- 
ical 'than «*ven the bulk of thoughtful 
Republicans would favor and he'also 
Is obstinately set against nuking: any 
concessions in the substance or form of 
his reservations. One of these men is 
as determined as the other, and there 
is apparently no hop* of their getting 
-together. 


Under these conditions it would ap- 


pear that the members of the senate 
who are not in any sense or from 
either direction, obstructionists have 
their work cut out for- them. Wiere 
are enough such senators—men. of 
Judgment and experience and 
not 


hampered-by entangling alliances—to 
get together, not as politicians but as 
•talesmen to settle the mater by agree- 
log; on such reservations as will ap- 
peal to the softer sense of th» people; 
and after this is done to seo that the 
treaty in this form l» ratified. It is 
perhaps not to b* expected that Sen 
ator Lodge or Senator Oore, both of 
them bitterly opposed to the treaty, 
though differing in political 
faith, 


would vote for the treaty with such 
concessions; and on the other hand 
Senator Hitchcock, as the persona 
representative of the President, might 
not do so; but there are enough others 
to put the tnea»ur» through in reason 
able show U they are at heart d« 
v«t*A to th* country, and more anxious 
-for Hoi welfare than for the success 
of party < or of any candidate in th 
coming; presidential campaign. 


The assertion, 
that the 
senai 


should stop makingr speeches and ge 
down to business, to the end that th 
ordinary threads of life may be pick 
•d up and there be cessation of th. 
present period of unrest and uncer- 
tainty, with a resumption of all forms 
of worthy social, industrial and com- 
mercial activities, is that of Mr. Bry- 
an, "and is perhaps the most popular 
statement that ever he made. Prob- 
ably a majority of his fellow citisens 
hh/» long felt the same way, but the 
fact needed to be expressed by one 
whose utterances would command na- 
tion-wide attention.

Farm Machinery, Mere General Ap- 
plication of Disease and Insect Con- 
trol Measures Are Important Fac- 
tors In Producing Upward Tendency 
In 
Acreage 
Yields—la 
General 


Throughout the Country. 


"American agriculture, instead of de- 


teriorating, as some people have as- 
serted, Is steadily advancing," says 
David P. .touston, secretary of agri- 
culture, In his annual report. He 
shows, by comparing figures coterlng 
a long period of -years, that the aver- 
age yield of all crops for the decade 
ending In 191S Is about 10 per cent 
greater than the average for the dec- 
ade ending in 1SOO. He also points out 
that while the results of agricultural 
operations during the war furnish 
guaranty of the ability of the pres- 
ent farm population of the country, 
with the area now' In farms and In 
the existing state of agricultural sci- 
ence and practice, to me*t the nation's 
necessities for the near future If the 
requisite Incentives are furnished, the 
steady Increase In acre yields gives 
ground for further optimism. 


"For many years to come the aver- 


age yield per acre in the United States 
may be expected to Increase, although 
tue total output per man may dimin- 
ish. 


"This country has a long distance to 


go before It comes In sight of Its lim- 
it in farm production. It can fur- 
ther Increase Its output of commodi- 
ties by continuing to secure Increased 
yields per acre. It has been estimated 
by experts that only about 15 per cent 
of the land in cultivation is yielding 
reasonably full returns. The oppor- 
tunity Is presented, as conditions war- 
rant, to bring the remaining 85 per 
cent up to the point of fair yield. One 
of the objectives of all good farmers 
and of agricultural agencies assisting 
them Is to promote Increased yields 
along economic lines by the further ap- 
plication of scientific knowledge and 
:he adoption of Improved practices. 
The path of progress Is pretty well 
charted and the agricultural forces are 
moving along it wltb gratifying speed. 


Investtgational Work. 


"However, the maintenance of satis- 


factory Increases necessitates the con- 
tinuance and enlargement ot Investlga- 
tional work, particularly such as is re- 
quired to Insure fuller control of de- 
structive plant diseases and insect 
pests. 
The nation can further expand Its 


output of commodities by cultivating 
the tillable land -which at present 10 un- 
used, estimated to be over 60 per cent 
of the .total. 
' 


"It appears not to be well known," 


be states, "that as the result of im- 
proved processes and better practices 
In all sections there has been an up- 
v j-d tendency in the acreage yields. 
The Iccreased production per acre Is 
d-.e in considerable measure to the 
practice of better agricultural meth- 
ods, Including more efficient farm ma- 
chinery, better knowledge and fuller 
adoption of crop rotations, planting of 
crops better adapted to prevailing cli- 
matic conditions, development and 
adoption of varieties more resistant to 
plant diseases and insect pests, more 
general application of disease and in- 
sect-control measures. Increased and 
more Intelligent use of fertilizers, and 
improved efficiency in crop production 
generally." 
The Increase In acre yields, the re- 
port shows, is not confined to any par- 
ticular section ot the United States, 
but is'general throughout the country. 
It shows, further, that the same ten- 
dency exists in the agriculture of most 
of the civilized countries of the world. 


How American Farmers Lead. 


Secretary Houston also points out 


that in comparing American yields per 
acre -with those ot European countries. 
•It should W borne in mind that in the 
United States the energy of each farm- 
er Is spread over a larger area and 
that although the American farmer 
produces less per acre he produces 
much more per man. The total pro- 
duction by the average former is prob- 
ably greater'in the United States thaa 
in any country in the world. Thus la 
Belgium, with its Intensive system ot 
tannins; only about 5.3 acres are cul- 


tivated for each person engaged fn 
agriculture, whereas in the Unltwl 
States the corresponding figure Is 2T 
acres. Taking both acreage and yield 
per acre Into consideration the aver. 
ag« American farmer produces C'/4 
times as much aa (lip average Belgian 
farmer, 2.3 times a<< mnch ni the Eng- 
lish, 32 times as mm-h as t'\e French, 
2H times as much as the German, and 
over 6 times as much as the Italian." 


Secretary Houston goes Into consid- 


erable detail In discussing the prog- 
ress of agriculture aa reflected by In- 
creased acre yields. "Crop yields per 
acre in the United States," he says, 
"show an upward tendency during the 
period for which we have reliable com- 
parable statistics. The average rate of 
increase for the past 25 years has been 
about one-half of 1 per cent a year: 
This gain is not readily observed from 
one year to another, owing to the wide 
yearly fluctuations In yield. But wh« 
averages for a series of years are ob- 
tained, the effect of the seasonal vari- 
ations is largely neutralized and the 
general trend Is clear. 


Upward Tendency Since Nineties. 
"During the decades of the seventies 


and eighties, when there was a vast 
expansion of farm area in the West 
and crops were grown on a more and 
more extensive scale, the tendency of 
crop yields per acre was downward. 
Since the early nineties, however, the 
movement has been upward. 


"In the decade of the eighties—that 


Is, for tbe ten years ending with 1890 
—the average yield per acre ot wheat 
In the United States was 11.84 bush- 
els; for tbe past ten years—that Is, 
for the ten years ending In 1918—tt 
was 14.87 bushels—an increase of 25 
per cent 
* 


"For the ten years ending in 1890 


the average yield of corn in the Unit- 
ed States was 23.43 bushels; in the ten 
years ending In 1918 It was 25 81 bush- 
els—an Increase ot 10 per cent 


"The oata yield In the ten years end- 


ing in 1890 averaged 25.92 bushels, but 
in the ten years ending in 1918 It was 
S2.17 bushels—a gala of 24 per cent. 


"The potato crop averaged 7297 


bushels per acre for the ten years end- 
Ing In 1890, and 96.84 for the past ten 
years—an increase of nearly one-third. 


"By a like comparison. It may be ob- 


served that the hay yield rose from 
1.193 tons per acre to 1.432 tons, an 
Increase of 20 per cent. 


"Cotton, notwithstanding the rav- 


ages of the boll weevil, Increased from 
an average of 169.78 pounds in the dec- 
ade ending In 1890, to 175.73 pounds 
for the past decade, a gain of 3V& per 
cent 


"Other field crops have likewise 


shown greater yield. The average 
lncreasexper acre of all crops In the 
ten years ending In 1918, as compared 
with the ten years ending In 1890, was 
about 16 per cent 


General In United State*. 


"The tendency toward enlarged pro- 


duction per acre la general through- 
out tbe United States; It is not dm 
to a shifting of production team one 
section to another. For example. In 
the old agricaltural state of New Tork 
the Increases for the two decades nwn- 
loned above were aa follows: Corn, 
25 per cent; wheat, 44 per cent; oats, 
21 per cent; barley, 24 per cent; buck- 
wheat. 43 per cent; potatoes, 80 per 
cent; hay, 10 per cent; average of alt 
weighted), 18 per cent The facts 
'or tbe New England states may ap- 
peal to many aa even more striking 
,nd significant For the six New Eng- 
land states, the following gains are 
shown In tbe ten-year period 1900-1918 
over tbe ten-year average for 1866- 
1875: Cora. 33 per cent; wheat, 63 
per cent; oats, 25 per cent; barley. 27 
ier cent; rye, 27 per cent; buckwheat, 
7 per cent; potatoes, 27 per cent; bay, 
42 per cent; and all field crops, 25 per 
cent And for the ten years 1909-1918 
over the ten-year average for the pe- 
riod 1881-1890: Corn, 38 per cent;

Numerous laws have been passed 


They 
must be equipped with front and rear 
lights of a designated color, brakes, 
horns and whistles.

by every real gentleman in the capital. 
It Is not uncommon to see a blcycie 
Carrying at least twice its original cost 
in equipment. 


But with bicycles, as with automo- 


biles, there is no speed limit. Bicycle 
riders and tlioir daredevil companions, 
the drivers of tlip automobile busses, 
continue to be the terror or pedes- 
trians.

"I took horn* a pitcher of cider and a 
plate of doughnut*. When I reached 
the house I placed them on a back 
step, while I unlocked the door. A 
noise behind me caused me to look 
around and there was a big mule deer 
with his nose buried In the pitcher of 
cider. He followed me into the house 
for one of the doughnuts, and when 
I gave It to him, he trotted off." 


It is no unusual sight, declared Al- 


bright, to sfe deer entering and leav- 
ing a house in Yellowstone. 
Small 


children feed them from their hands, 
and beggar bears, he declared, have 
come to be one of the biggest attrac- 
tions of the park. 


"They wait beside the road until an 


antoier party of pedestrians approach, 
and then get np on their hind legs and 
extend their front paws for contribu- 
tions," Albright said. 


The tameness of the animals has It? 


drawbacks as well, because it makes 
them easy for pot hunters if they hap- 
pen to stray beyond the park boun- 
daries.
